He reclaimed his fubjeéts from the licentious lif 
to which they had been accuttomed ; and, it is a common 
faying, that during bis reign a woman or child might opens 
ly carry every where a purfe of gold, without any danger 
of violence or robbery----There is a remarkable inflance 
tranfmitted to us of the affeétion borne him by his fery. 
ants, Cuichelme, King of Weffex, was his enemy; but 
finding bimfelf unable to maintain open war againg fo gal.

purpofe. The affaffin having obtained admittance, by pre.
